It is presumed that the approbation, not | 
only of the British government, but of each 
independent unit of the Empire over which 
the Princess will some day reign, has been 
secured. But greater than the approbation | 
pf governments is the enthuiastic good will | 
of all the peoples of the Empire who appear 
to be unanimously assured that the engage- 
ment culminates a genuine love-match. 

It is, of course, axiomatic that the use- 
fulness of the Crown is much better assured 
by a happy family life for the Sovereign | 
than by any dignified and strategic alliance 
with any powerful royal house, 

There was for a time, it must be admit- 
ted, some doubt over the alliance of the 
British Royal Family with a member of an- 
other royal group that has not always been 
distinguished for the best behaviour under 
trying circumstances. 

But Lieutenant 


Mountbatten is no 
Jonger a member of that group. Both by 
naturalization and by training, he is to all 
intents and purposes, a native Englishman. 
Moreover, his close relationship to Lord 
Mountbatten, whose services during the late 
war were heroic, will recommend him to 
popular approval. 

Whatever anxiety was expressed when 
the match was first rumored did not arise 
from fear of any state entanglement but 
from a genuine and personal interest in the 
Princess’ happiness. These doubts and anx- 
jeties have been thoroughly allayed. Lieut- 
enant Mountbatten an admirable choice 
from every standpoint and the young couple 
will have the warmest wishes of the world.

The Radio Report 


Most Canadians will be disappointed 
with the report of the House of Commons 
radio committee which fails to recommend 
any change in the Canadian Broadcasting 
Corporation set-up in a way that would end 
the anomalous situation in which the CBC 
enjoys full control over its own privately- 
pwned competitors, 

The latter situation appeared to many 
to be the very essence of the broadcasting 
trouble and in most utter violation of all 


shealthy business practice. 
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But if the radio committee failed to 
meet Canadian public opinion in this re- 
gard, it did include in its report two or 
three recommendations that will have full 
public support. 

For instance, the proposal that the 
radio committee be magnified to a stand- 
ing committee to keep a constant eye on the 
affairs of the CBC is probably a wholesome 
Suggestion. If this is done, the chances are 
that the parliamentary radio committee 
would be able to prevent some of the abuses 
of the present monopolistic system and 
might even, through the course of admin- 
istrative evolution, take on some of the duties 
of the CBC which most Canadians believe 
do not properly belong to that body. 

The recommendation that the CBC gov- 
ernors meet in open session is also a point 
to be approved. It is difficult to imagine 
why secret sessions, dealing with a property 
belonging to the Canadian people, were ever 
permitted in the first place. 

The further suggestion that a broader 
and more lenient attitude be taken towards 
applicants for broadcasting licenses is to be 
commended. Indeed the wording of this 
recommendation, implying that the contrary 
bas been the genera! practice, might be re- 
garded in the nature of a mild rebuke 

Perhaps it explains why Edmonton's 
CKUA has been 80 notably unsuccessful in 
its repeated applications for a commercial 
license. 

All in all, while the report does 
promise any drastic changes in CBC o 
ization, it does appear to promis 
changes in CBC methods. 


Quebec Divorces

The Senate will no longer hear evidence. 
This will be taken by the courts in either of 
the two provinces concerned and an order 
| will issue substantiating the fact of adultery 
|as charged. The Senate, then, will only be 
required to formally move the bill of div- 
orce—a purely mechanical and compara- 
tively brief process, 

This reported change, shifting the find- 
ing of fact from the Senate to the courts, 
| will be welcomed by thousands of Canadians 
who have always resented the circumstances 
| which impelled the upper chamber in Can- 
ada's government to resolve itself into a 
| divorce court for the convenience of two 
provinces whose prejudices against divorce 
have created this circuitous and somewhat 
hypocritical device for the relief of unhappily 
married persons within their borders. 

Many have felt, with good reason, that 
this practice diminished the dignity of the 
Senate and occupied time that could more 
profitably be spent in consideration of more 
vital legislation. 

The suggestion will be approved gener- 
ally throughout Canada. 


Not a General Increase 
A recent Toronto despatch said the gov- 
ernment of Ontario would raise the max- 


imum old age pension in that province to | 


$40 per month. It is now explained that this 
is not the exact truth. The base figure re- 


mains $30 but this will be supplemented by | 


& provincial bonus of varying amount which | 


may be $10 in some cases, but only where a 
means test shows that this is necessary to 
prevent destitution 

The provincial minister of welfare thus 
interprets the order-in-council. It may be 
supposed this discretionary power is given 
to the minister because the cost of living 
varies in different localities. Also because 
the state of a pensioner’s health makes a dif- 
ference in calculating the amount he needs 
to get along. 

It is unfortunate that Ontario did not 
go the whole way and make $40 the stand- 
ard pension there for all aged persons with 
no other sources of income. That would 
have brought the pressure of example upon 
other provinces and on the Dominion to raise 
their pension scales, 

But in fairness to the other provinces 
it should be understood that Ontario has 
not thus boosted the allowance. The full 
$10 bonus is to be granted as a measure of 
relief in extreme cases, not made a flat in- 
crease in the maximum pension level.

Newsweek, which has been de- 
voting a lot of space recently to 
the “Red menace” in the US, 
explains that the idea is to keep 


up prices: 

“In 1946, in a typical support 
transaction, the Agricultural De- 
partment bought 17,500,000 hun- 
dred-pound bags of Maine pota- 
toes, 90 percent U.S. No. 1 qual- 
ity.” It gives the following list to 
show what happened to that lot: 


To schools, etc. 450,000 bags 
For cattle feed 500,000 bags 
To alcohol mfrs. 800,000 bags 
To starch mfrs. 4,000,000 bags 
Exported 3,500,000 bags 
Destroyed 8,200,000 bags 


Take a pencil and paper and 
figure out the last item. 

How many now-half-starved Eur 
opeans could have lived on those 
eight million, two hundred thou- 
sand bags of potatoes, each bag 
weighing one hundred pounds? 

And remember—this was just 
one of many such acts. The des- 
truction of food in North America 
in the past twelve months totalled 
an amount which would have 
wiped out the most desperate 
shortages in Europe. There is 
more of it now than in 1946.

IT 1S NOW CLEAR THAT the 
most tragic mistake made in the 
years after the Second World War 
was the too hasty winding up of 
UNRRA. 
| Right now the United States 
| government is literally begging 
hospitals and other chartitable in 
stitutions to take surplus potatoes 
off its hands for a next-to-noth- 
ing price. It is not possible to 
organize overnight emergency 
shipments of these potatoes to 
Europe and Asia where people 
are nearly starving for lack of 
| food. 

But it would have been possible 
had the relief agency of the Uni- 
|ted Nations been kept in exist- 
| ence. 
| Some such emergency food or- 
| ganization should be rebuilt.

But the dog 
is awakened now, and those men 
in the west, like Henry Wallace, 
are realistically aware of it. They 
do not preach “appeasement” as is 
often erroneously assumed, but they 
only seek an intelligent response 
to a challenge of tremendous pro- 
portions which is facing the western 
world.

Editor, Bulletin: “Why is there any 
need to worry over the controver- 
sial prefixes to the names of the 
British “Dominions?” Why not just 
forget them and adopt the sensible 
course of calling these countries 
Canada, Australia,*New Zealand, 
South Africa. In Canada’s case 
there is certainly warrant for this 
in the wording of the BNA Act: it 
is mere fortuitous custom that 
has tagged us with the clumsy title 
“Dominion of Canada” (which 
simply means “State of Canada”). 

Our newspapers could carry us 
a long way towards abandonment 
of these unnecessary prefixes by 
uniting in the kind of open con- 
spiracy by which they have estab- 
lished the questionable practice of 
keeping compound verb-forms “un- 
split” (no doubt on the faulty 
analogy of the infinitive) and the 
reformed spelling of Romania, 

The same applies to ‘Common- 
wealth of” an 
case of other “Dominions.” Then 
the imperfectly-descriptive term 
“Dominion Status” could be allow- 
ed to fall into disuse, ax well as the 
term Dominion government (for 
federal government, or Ottawa), 
and Canada would lead the way in 
ridding us of a great deal of our 
present terminological  inexacti- 
tude, 

If Australian newspapers drop- 
ped the “Commonwealth of,” it 
would remove the confusing clash 
in meaning which now arises in the 
use of British Commonwealth (of 
nations), and the “of nations’ 
could be dropped.

-The earth is a ball, and anyone 
looking out from the surface of 
that ball gets the notion, of course, 
that he is in the centre of all

We see things up in the 
sky and not down in the sky be- 
cause the earth interferes with our 
view. If the earth were transpar- 
ent, we would see the sun and
